105. (Original) The method according to claim 103, wherein the first 
protein has an amino acid motif selected from the group consisting of the motif of SEQ ID 
NO: 9, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 10, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 1 1, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 12, 
the motif of SEQ ID NO: 13, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 14, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 15, the 
motif of SEQ ID NO: 16, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 17, the motif of SEQ ID NO: 18, the motif 
of SEQ ID NO:19, the motif of SEQ ID NO:20, the motif of SEQ ID NO:21, the motif of 
SEQ ID NO:22, the motif of SEQ ID NO:23, and combinations thereof. 

106. (Original) The method according to claim 103, wherein the protein has 
an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:24. 

107. (Original) The method according to claim 103, wherein the protein has 
an amino acid sequence spanning a C-terminus of SEQ. ID. NOS: 2, 4, 6, or 8. 

108. (Original) The method according to claim 103, wherein the protein has 
an amino acid sequence spanning amino acids 308 and 553 of SEQ. ID. NO: 2.

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110. (New) The method according to claim 103, wherein the eukaryote is a 

plant. 
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
